PLOYED BY THE PHILIPPINE 


GOVERNMENT 


MANILA, 
December. 
(Correspon- 


dence of the Associated Press.)—More 
than half the Americans formerly in 
the employ of tho Philippine govern- 
ment have, been retired since 
July, 


1913. 
There are now a few more than 


1200 
Americans in the service where- 
as, four yearu ago, just before the ar- 
rival of the new democratic 
admin- 
istration, there were more than 2600. 


Meanwhile there has been a steady 
increase natural! in Filipino employes 
of the government, the list showing 
1000. 


The-law which permits Americana of 
long service with the government to 
retire with a three-year pension rang- 
ing from G6 per cent, of a year's sal- 
ary to the full amount, is largely re- 
sponsible for the number o£ American 
retirements which have increased very 
largely, since the law was passed. The 
past year has seen 400 retirements and 
the previous year saw almost as many 
more. 


The policy of the Harrison admin- 
istration in trains iy Filipinos as rap- 
idly as possible for responsible posts 
in the government service has made 
the successova of these retired Amer- 
icans almost entirely Filipinos. 
This 


fact, together with the increasing ac- 
tivities of the government, due to in- 
creased prosperity in the islands,

responsible for the 
big- increase 
of 
Filipinos in the government service.

The training in households is to 
be regularly supervised with a .view 
to seeing whether the girl really learns 
something there and is not merely 
made a drudge, and she must be al- 
lowed time to attend the Women's Ser- 
vice school. The employers are to give 
small sum as pocket money to the 
'conscripts' and pay tlie state\ a levy 
for the services rendered. 
This rev- 


enue is to provide the means for cre- 
ating the Women's Service homes."

FRANCE, Dec. 26,—(By the Associated 
Press.)—German 
atrocities

American soldiers are officially report- 
ed. 
An American sentry 
has been 


found with his throat cut, and. it Is

Information concerning German sav- 
sjrery has reached the troops in one 
of a series of bulletins read to them 
"by the unit commanders and posted on 
' the bulletin boards. 
Here is what 


they heard: 
"After a raid by1 the Germans on 
trenches held by American troops a 
lone sentry of 
Infantry waa found 
with his throat cut from ear to ear. 
He had been surprised by an over- 
whelming force of Germans and must 
have been so killed after capture. 
"Such brutality is familiar to old 
soldiers who served against savages 
in the Philippine campaign." 
Another bulletin tells the men now 
the Germans in occupied sections of 
France and Belgium are turning wom- 
en and children out of their homes into 
the snow, the buildings being then giv- 
en over to soldiers, horses and ma- 
terial. 
MORE SUGAR FOK ?TEW ENGLAND 


BOSTON, Dec. 26.—The expected ar- 
rival today or tomorrow of a third 
consignment of Louisiana raw sugar 
amounting to 4000 tons 
will 
bring 
about a better sugar situation in New 
England than has prevailed for many 
Weeks 
The second consignment is 
now being unloaded and the steamer 
which brought it here will Boon leave 
for Cuba to load one of the first car- 
goes of the new crop of sugar from 
that country. 


PETROGRAD, Dec. 26.—News of a 
revolutionary plot against King Fer- 
dinand of Bulgaria has been received 
at the Smolny institute, the Bolshevik 
headquarters, according to the evening 
newspapers. There are also said to bo 
disturbed conditions in Rumania. These 
reports are confirmed in some rebpects 
by despatches received here indicating 
unsettled conditions in Rumania and a 
fc-litical crisis. 
A Bolshevik despatch announces that 
6000 troops of General Korniloff's com- 
toiand have been defeated near Biel- 
torod by. Bolsheviki, chiefly soldiers 
and sailors of the Black sea and Baltic 
fcea 
fleets. 
Many machine guns an-1 
much ammunition, it is said, have been 
captured. 
The BolshevtlU have begun an attack- 
on Kharkov, about 400 miles south of 
Moscow. The Bolsheviki control rail- 
roads to the south, according to the 
official news agency, which adds that a 
telephone, message from 
Moscow de- 
rlares that a large force of Cossacks 
arid railway men have stopped troops 
from proceeding north of Tsarltain. iu 
the province of Saratov. 
The official news agency announces 
that 
a 
semi-official denial has been 
Issued in Stockholm to Russian reports 
that Sweden is moving troops toward 
Finland and Is massing forces opposite 
Vasa and the Aland islands. 
On Dec. 10 the Bolsheviki government 
announced that General 
Kornilofli'.i 
forces had been defeated at Bielgorod, 
which is about 10 miles north of Khar- 
kow, and three days later it was said 
that General Korniloff had been wound- 
ed and that his capture was expected. 
There has been little news from Ru- 
mania since the Rumanian army was 
forced to agree to an armistice on the 
eastern front. 
It has been reported 
that Bolsheviki and German propagan- 
dists were at work among the Human- 
Ian troops.

"Ah! but would it not be time en wash 


io fight when the Germans come over 
here to seize our country V" 
' This is another saying 
commonly 


heard, but one that betrays a lack of 
familiarity with the situation. 


Had not the United States entered 


the war when she did, England's pow- 
er would probably have been broken 
and then Germany alter taking over 
the British navy would have come to 
the western hemisphere to take Can- 
ada, Mexico and any other state un- 
able to repel her advance. 


The TJnitea States would thus have 


lost instead of gained by waiting; be- 
cause had we not joined the allies in 
fighting Germany, there is little doubt 
that Germany could 
have 
reduced 


England by the power of her subma- 
rines alone. That would leave the Unit- 
ed Slates to fight the world conquering 
Germans alone and no European na- 
tion would be under any obligation to 
join us. With the aid of other powers 
we can fight a Germany weakened by 
war far more easily than a Germany 
strengthened by victory.and then bent 
on our destruction. 
Therefore, this 


murmuring over.going into the war 
when it might have been avoided, is 
all nonsense. It could not have been 
.avoided nor longer delayed 
without 


grave national peril or without lasting 
national 
disgrace. Hence 
President 


Wilson acted wisely when he came out 
for a declaration of war. 
Had he gone 


in earlier or waited longer, in either 
case he would have blundered. There- 
fore, we are justly in the war; we are 
in it to the end whether that be long 
or short and 'we have no doubt as to 
the final triumph of American arms or 
the vindication of 
American rights. 


But we cannot form any estimate of 
the cost or of the length of time it 
-will require to bring about an accepta- 
ble peace. 


In his message to congress on De- 


cember 4 President Wilson said: 


"First that this intolerable thing of 


which the masters of Germany have 
shown us the ugly face, this menace of 
combined intrigue and force which we 


• now see so clearly as the German pow- 


er, a thing without conscience or hon- 
or or capacity for covenanted 
peace, 


must be crushed." 


That is the rallying cry of civiliza- 


tion. It is an inspired 
warning 
to 


unite, to suffer, to die, that the demons 
of Prussian barbarism that have made 
this earth a hell may be stamped out. 


The 
heroes 
in 
their fresh made 


graves have not died in vain. 
The 


ashes of churches, school houses and 
hospitals cry not for justice in vain. 
Tho hosts so ruthlessly sunk on the 
high seas have not gone down to be 
forg-otten. 


No, these things and others oven 


more horrible, more revolting, 
have 


steeled tho hearts of the nations fight- 
ing with America until they, like our- 
selves, are determined to shrink not 
before tho crime of 
barbarism 
has 


been taught its final and convincing 
lesson and until the high purpose of 
the Creator as voiced 
by President 


Wilson shall have, been accomplished.

GIVE THE FARMER A CHANCE 
In an address before the state con- 


vention of tho Pennsylvania Grange 
at Williamsport, Pa., Uift'orci Pinciioi 
expressed his belief that the time has 
come to give the farmer a larger voice 
in the councils of the nation. 
On the 


American farmer, he said, would rest 
the big task of winning the war. 


"But today," said Pinehot, "the far- 


mer has no voice and is not consulted. 
There is, so far as I know, not a single 
genuine farmer in any place of 
au- 


thority in Washington—in 
the 
vast 


organization o£ the Council of Nation- 
al Defense, the Food Administration or 
the numerous special bodies that are 
running the war." 


There ought to be a farmer on the 


Hoover staff to voice the point of view 
of the farmer to Hoover, and to inter- 
pret the Hoover policies to the fanner. 


It should be remembered, however, 


that when the powers of tha food ad- 
ministration were defined by congress, 
the farmers were exempt from certain 
provisions of law for which merchants 
and others would be sent to jnil.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26,—Food 
Ad- 
ministrator Hoover's statement on tho 
Kusar situation, which he tried unsuc- 
cessfully to set before the senate com- 
mittee investigating- the su^ar short- 
age, was made public last ni^ht by the 
White House. 
He attributes tho shortage here to 
the heavy movement of sugar from tho 
western hemisphere to Europe, and 
asserts that 
without 
the fixing of 
prices by agreement sugar would have 
keen selling- for 25 or 30 cents a pound 
and more than $200,000,000 probably 
would have been profiteered from the 
American people by this time. 
The statement contains the foorl ad- 
ministrator's reply to charges made be-' 
fere the committee by Claus Sprecfcels, 
president of the Federal Refining com- 
pany, that the sugar situation was mis- 
managed, and set forth in detail tha 
administration's 
efforts to keep aug-ar 
prices down while supplying large- 
quantities to the allies. 
dcmp in Allies' Needs . 


The committee, of which Senator 
Reed is chairman, not only had re- 
fused to make the statement a part of 
the Congressional Record, but has de- 
clined thus far to permit Hoover to 
take the stand to answer ' Spreclvels 
charges. When tho hearing is resumed 
Friday, however, it is understood Mr. 
Hoover will be permitted to tell his 
Etory. 
At the outset tho statement presents 
the world sugar situation as it existed 
prior to the European war. The allies 
then produced much of their own sup- 
plies and purchased the remainder from 
Germany. 
Before the war they only took 300,- 
000 tons annually from the western 
hemisphere. This year they rave tak- 
en 1,400,000 tons. 
"That," say the food administrator, 
"is the cause of the sugar shortage, 
and nothing else." 
The statement says the food adminis- 
tration has handled the situation with 
a vievf to sustaining ,Lhe morale of 
Francs and England, where the sugar 
lation has been extremely 
low for 
months, and at the same time prevent- 
ing a jump in price to 20 or 25 cents 
here. 
Shortage Will Continue 


Sinco the food administration was 
created in .August the United States 
has exported to the allies 110,356 tons 
of refined sugar, and in the saine period 
Cuba has shipped 
to 
Europe 246,133 
tons of raw product. 
This, it is de- 
clared, is just the amount of the short- 
age, in the United States. 
Kvcn with these shipments, it u 
pointed out, the supply in England and 
in France has been inadequate. Con- 
sumption in England has been reduced 
to 24 pounds a year for each person 
nnd in France to 1-1 pounds, against a 
consumption in America of 55 pounds 
The shortage, tbe food administrator 
declares, will continue during the next 
year, as it is the duty of the Unit/3d1 
States to continue to feed the allies. 
"Near year," ho .says, "our supplies 
will be short 250,000 to 300.000 
toiib, 
unices tho allies g-o to Java for sup- 
plies. This acounts cto an economy of 
about 10 percent, on our part. 
Tf Hi* 
allies arc forced to go to Java it will 
require an extra amount of shipping 
xvhich, if used to transport troops, will 
movfi 150.000 or 200,000 American sol- 
0 iors to France.

Fuel Administrator Garfield Testifies 


Before Senate Investigating Commit- 
tee—Says War Demands for Bi- 
tuminous Coal Greater Than Mines 
Could Meet 


WASHINGTON*. Dec. 26.—Fuel 
Ad- 


ministrator Garfield told the senate 
investigating committee today that if 
the war continued very long the gov- 
ernment would be compelled to pool 
coal and sell it at reasonable prices. 


Some coal operators, h e said, were 


making1 the greatest profits in their 
history, but he considered high prices 
a stimulus to the great production the 
war demands. 


The fuel administrator said he saw 
little relief in prospect for the rail- 
roads until after their operation was 
centralized. 
War demands for bitum- 
inous coal have 
been 
greater than 
mines could meet, .although the in- 
crease of production this year has betn 
normal. Fuel 
Administrator 
Garfield 
said. 
In an effort to alleviate condi- 
tions, he said, the fuel administration 
was laying emphasis on stimulating 
production 
rather 
than 
regulating 
price. 
"When the operators complain that, 
prices fixed by the president are toe- 
low, we are inclined to give them the 
benefit of the doubt," 
Dr. 
.Garfieid 
said. 
Senator Kenyon asked the fuel ad- 
ministrator if he Iiad information of 
dividends of some of the large opera- 
tors and he answered that he knew 
big profits were being made, but be- 


jlieved them necessary to stimulate pro- 
•duction. 
i 
Private 
consumers h'ave 
felt the 
'shortage because the government has 
'corne first in its demands, but that rule 
has been changed in the last few days, 
Dr. Garfield said. 
Serving the People First 


"We are giving it to the people first 


now," he said. 
"With a discontented 


people we could not make much prog- 
ress in the war. . 
"Conditions are much better now that 
.the severe cold wave has passed and 


I preparations arc being made for 
the 


I future," he said. "I can guarantee that 
we have the situation well in hand," 
Dr. Garfield declared. 
Dr. Garfield said he did not want to 
place, blame for lack of transportation 
on any one nor did he want to try to 
shift blame that might be attached to 
his administration. He added that it 
was impossible for the railroads 
to 
cope with the situation. 
"Coal is responsible for one-half the 
congested traffic 
and 
thousands 
of 
cars are being backed up at bottle- 
neck points through which the rail- 
roads have endeavored to move large 
amounts," said he. 
"The only thing to do is ^ust what 
we have done—asked Judge Lovett for 
a priority order for coal and to appeal 
to operators to shoot 
whatever coal 


they can to points where most need- 
ed. That has helped in some respects," 
Dr. Garfield added. 
To Prevent Congestion 


He mentioned Pitcsburg, Cincinnati 


and Toledo 
as examples 
of "bottle 


neck" points, .but 
said there 
were 


many others. 
Mines in eastern West Virginia are 
shipping west and those in the west- 
ern part shipping east, causing con- 
gestion at meeting points. 
A change 
involves great detail in changing eon- 
tracts which arc not closed until next 
April, he said. 
"Unless conditions arc improved, I 
may abrogate 
these 
contracts and 
divert shipments

GOVERNMENT 


MANILA, 
December. 
(Correspon- 
tffcnca of the Associated Press.)—-More 
than half the Americans formerly in 
the employ of the Philippine govern- 
ment ''ha'ije 'been retired since 
July,' 
1913. There are now a few more than 
1200 -Americans in the service .where- 
as, four years ago, just before the ar- 
rival of the new democratic admin- 
istration, there were more than 2600. 
Meanwhile there has been a steady 
Increase naturally In Filipino employes 
of the government, the list showing1 
1000. 
The law which permits Americans of 
long service with the government to 
retire with a three-year pension rang- 
ing from 66 per cent, of a year's sal- 
ary to the full amount, is largely re- 
sponsible for the number of American 
retirements which have increased very 
largely since the law was passed. The 
past year has seen 400 retirements and 
the previoua year saw almost as many 
more.

The policy of the Harrison admin- 
istration In training Filipinos as rap- 
idly aa possible for responsible posts 
in the government service has madt 
the successors of these retired Amer- 
icans almost entirely Filipinos.

Many machine guns an'i 
much ammunition, it is said, have been 
captured. 
The Bolshevik! have begun an attack 
on Kharkov, about 400 miles south of 
JYloscow.

own'nation, but to the other nations 
of tie earth now threatened with op- 
pression by Gei-man autocrats. 


"Ah! but would it not be time enonsh 


to .fight when the Germans come over 
here to seize our country?" 


This is another saying commonly 


heard, but one that betrays a. lack of 
familiarity with tho situation. 


Had not the United States entered 


the war -when she did, England's pow- 
er would probably have been broken 
and then Germany after taking over 
tho British navy .would have com© to 
the western hemisphere to take Can- 
ada, Mexico and any other state un- 


. able to repel her advance. 


The United States would thus have 


lost Instead of gained by waiting; be- 
cause had wo not joined the allies in 
fighting Germany, there is little doubt 
that Germany could 
have 
reduced 


England by the power of her subma- 
rines alone. That would leave the Unit- 
ed States to fight the world conquering 
Germans alone and no European na- 
tion would be under any obligation to 
join us. With the aid of other powers 
we can fight a Germany weakened by 
war far more easily than a Germany 
strengthened by victory and then bent 
on our destruction. 
Therefore, this 


murmuring over going into the 
war 


•when it rnight^have been avoided, is 
all nonsense, it could not have been 
avoided nor longer delayed 
without 


grave national peril or without lasting 
national 
disgrace. Hence President 


Wilson acted wisely when he came out 
for a declaration of war. Had he gone 
in earlier or waited longer, in either 
case he -would have blundered. There- 
fore, we are justly in the war; we are 
in it to the end whether that be long 
or short and we have no doubt as. to 
the final triumph of American arms or 
1he vindication of 
American rights. 


But we cannot form any estimate of 
the cost or of the length of time it 
will require to bring about an accepta- 
ble peace. 


In his message to congress on De- 


cember 4 President Wilson said: 


"First, that this intolerable thing of 


which .the masters of Germany have 
shown us the ugly face, this menace of 
.combined intrigue and force which we 
now see so clearly as the German pow- 
er, a thing without conscience or hon- 
or or capacity for covenanted peace, 
must be crushed," 


That is the rallying cry of civiliza- 


tion. It is an inspired 
warning to 


unite, to sufferT to die, that the demons 
of Prussian barbarism that lia.ve.made. 
this earth a hell may be stamped out. 


The 
heroes 
in 
then- fresh made 


graves have not died in vain. 
The 


ashes of churches, school houses and 
hospitals cry not for justice in vain. 
The hosts so ruthlessly sunk on the 
high seas have not gone down to bo 


_. forgotten. 


No, these things and others even 


more ho.rrlble, more revolting, 
have 


steeled the hearts of the nations fight- 
Ing with America until they, like our- 
selves, are determined to shrink not 
before the crime of barbarism 
has 


been taught its final and convincing 
lesson and until the high purpose of 
the Creator as voiced 
by President 


Wilson shall have- been accomplished.

GIVE THE FARMER A CHANCE 
In an address before tho state con- 


vention of the Pennsylvania Grange 
at Williamsport, Pa_ Gifford Pinchot 
expressed his belief that the time has 
come to give the farmer a larger voice 
in the councils of the nation. On the 
American farmer, he said, would rest 
the big task of winning the war. 


"But today," said Pinchot,. "the far- 


mer has no voice and is not consulted. 
There is, so far as I know, not a single 
genuine farmer in any place of 
au- 


thority in Washington—in the vast 
organization of the Council of Nation- 
al Defense, the Food Administration or 
the numerous special bodies tha-t are 
running the war." 


There ought to be a farmer on tho 


Hoover staff to voice the point of view 
of the farmer to Hoover, and to inter- 
pret the Hoover policies to the farmer. 


It should be remembered, however, 


that when the powers of the food ad- 
ministration were defined by congress 
the farmers were exempt from certain 
provisions of la.w for which merchants 
and others would be sent to jail. 


THE CHRISTMAS TRADE 


It was a glorious Christinas and 


gloriously observed. 'Never before In 
the history of our city did the Christ- 
mas buying reach or even nearly ap- 
proach the volume of last week. The 
weather was ideal, the people had the 
money to spend and they entered into 
the spirit of Christmas giving as never 
before. The merchants had laid in a 
mammoth stock in all lines but many 
departments were cleaned out before 
the hour of closing on Christmas eve. 
The large volume of trade indicates

Pulled Revolver From Pocket 


of Constable While Latter 
Was Drinking 


Early 
Christmas

Home—Constable Arrested 


Mary Barcozyg, aged seven years, 


Was accidentally shot and killed by her 
sister, Stella, aged 11 years, at their 
home in.Kenwood, Dracut, early yes- 
terday morning. While Officer Lester 
Cheney of the Dracut police was visit- 
ing the house Stella 'saw a revolver 
protruding from the former's pocket 
and pulling it out pointed it at her lit- 
tle sister and pulled the trigger. The 
child died several hours later at St. 
John's hospital. 
At first the other occupants of the 


house believed that the officer had 
fired the shot and attacked him, taking 
his handcuffs, club and other articles 
from him and were giving him a beat- 
ing when neighbors interfered, thereby 
probably preventing his being serious- 
ly injured. Capt. Thomas Atkinson of 
the Lowell police department was sum- 
moned and made an investigation after 
which Medical Examiner T. B. Smith 
viewed the body of the dead child and 
heard the circumstances leading up to 
the shooting. 


According to tho story which Cheney 


told the local police, he was going his 
rounds about one o'clock 
yesterday 


morning when his attention was at- 
tracted to the house occupied by the 
Baroczyg family. There was consid- 
erable noise emanating from the hooss 
and -he entered and found five men 
and two women having a Christmas 
celebration. 
Liquor was being served 


and they insisted that the officer take 
a drink. He took a drink and then de- 
cided that he would enter a side room, 
used as a kitchen, so that,some of the 
people would not see him 
drinking. 


It is said that the t.wo children, Mary 
and StellJJ. followed him and while he 
was drinking from a bottle he claims 
Stella pulled ihe revolver out of his 
pocket and before he could take it 
away from her she pulled the trigger 
and the bullet entering Mary's temple, 
inflicted a wound from which she died 
a few hours later. 
The only persons in the room at the 


time were the two children and the 
constable. When the explosion-occur- 
red the other people in the house, in- 
cluding the child's parents, came rush- 
ing into the kitchen and immediately 
concluded that Cheney was responsi- 


,- 
-,: r-:!ix,:ins,- -Uid started to as- 
sault him. Knowing the necessity of 
medical assistance to the injured child, 
the officer tried to leave the house, but 
they stopped him and were beating 
him up when neighbors appeared and 
interfered. Finally one of the women 
folk was prevailed on to call a physi- 
cian and later the 
ambulance 
was 


summoned and ihe child removed to 
St, John's hospital, where she 
died, 


about 6 o'clock. 
As soon as Capt. Atkinson learned of 
the shooting he made a hurried trip 
to Kenwood and after taJking with 
Constable Cheney find the occupants of 
the house, brought Cheney back to the 
city where the latter was put through 
a rigid examination. The officer was 
very reticent in his answers and did 
not take kindly to the 
examination. 
The man's condition was such that he 
was finally booked for 
drunkenness, 


but later received bail. 
Constable Lester P. Cheney was ar- 
raig'ned before Judge Enright in police 
court 
this 
morning on a complaint 
charging him with drunkenness and at 
the request of Judge Enrisht the hear- 
ing- oi the case was continued until 
Saturday, January 5th. 
An autopsy was held on the body of 
the dead child this morning by Medical 
3-lxaniiner T. B. Smith and he signed 
the death return "death due to gunshot 
wound in the head."

Denies Any Stocks Left 


"If statements that there will be an 


abundance of sugar next year are be- 
lieved by the American public it will do 
this country's war efforts Incalculable 
harm. 
The number of troops we can 


sond across is limited. If we in our 
greed .and gluttony force the allies 
either to reduce tljeir ration or to go 
to remote markets after sugar we will 
have done tremendous damage to our 
ability to win the war." 


Charges that the food administration 
has permitted sugar socks to remain 
;n parts of the country unmoved are 
denied, as are statements that sugar 
was left in Cuba while an effort 
was 
made to beat down Cuban prices. 


"There are no sugar stocks in this 
country," it is declared, "which are not 
in course of distribution. Some 30,000 
tons held up by the embargo have been 
released for American consumption. All 
but a trival amount of Cuban sug-ar has 
been exported either to the allies or 
to the United Sates. This is shoTvn in 
a repor from the American consul gen- 
eral in Cuba,** 
Efforts to Prevent Profiteering 


As to the fixing of sugar prices the 
food administrator has this to say: 
"In order to prevent profiteering out 
of the situation, the food administra- 
tion considered strong action was nec- 
essary and imposed a maximum profit 
on refiners and wholesalers. 
The re- 
finers' margin was $1.S4 per hundred 


the nine months before the food ,«»- 
ministration came into existence; Cjt 
was reduced to J1.30 and a saving of 
more than $25,000,000 per annum was 
effected. 
"As a further ^precaution 
against 
profiteering;, 
the administration ob- 
tained a voluntary agreement with the 
beet sugar factories that they would 
not sell sugar at more than $7.25 a 
hundred pounds seaboard. Some, who 
already had contracted at. $9, rescind- 
ed their contracts. This was .followed 
by similar agreements as to Louisiana, 
Cuban and Hawaiian arrivals. 
"Tho net result of these voluntary 
agreements was to reduce the ruling 
price of sugar 1% cents west of the 
Mississippi and north of tho Ohio, and 
1 cent on the Atlantic. Had Uiese ar- 
rangements 
not 
been 
made sugar 
would have risen to 25 or 30 cents a 
pound. 
Many 1'roseeutlons Smarted 


"Numerous prosecutions have been 
started against firms which have sold 
sugar at prices of 15 and 20 cents. 
"The consumers* sugar bill from the 
time restraints were imposed until 
.Ian, 1 will be about $180,000.000. Ev- 
ery cent pound rise means about $18,- 
000,000. 
Twenty-cent sugar 
would 
have meant about $150,000,000 profit- 
eered from the American consumer. 
"There was no other way under th« 
law to prevent profiteering except by ' 
voluntary agreement, as the food bill 
carried no power to fix prices. These 
Agreements have 
of necessity 
been 
made with the old manufacturers, in- 
cluding the sugar trust, 
"Independent refiners are represent- 
ed by a majority of a coramittefc whoso 
duty it- is to divide the imported sugar 
between all equally. 
The committee 
has no price-fixing power; it has 
Bolely to do with distribution, Tiie in- 
dependent 
refiners 
who have been 
fighting the trust for years could be 
depended on to catch any unfair ao~ 
iion. 
Nro Right to Strangle Cuba 


"An appeal to prejudice 
has been 
made against the faod administration 
because the Cuban price is 34 cents 
above that whicil prevailed in 1917 
prior to Sept. L It has been said in 
effect that the Cubans are at our mer- 
cy; that we could get sugar oa« cent 
lower. 
"We made an exhaustive study of 
the cost of producing sugar in Cuba 
last year, through our own agents in 
Cuba. 
We found than an 
average 


profit of at least one cent per pound 
was necessary in order 
to maintain 
and stimulate 
production, or that a 
minimum price of £4.37 waa necessary, 
and even this would stifle some pro- 
ducers, 
"The price ultimately agreed upon 
was 23 cents above these figures, 
o^- 
about one-fifth of a cent per p'ound to 
the American consumer, and more than 
this amount has been saved by our re- 
duction in refiner's profits, and in net 
results sugar 
should be 
one 
cent 
cheaper to the Atlantic consumer next 
year than now. 
?— 
"If we- wish- to stifle production In 
Cuba we would take that course just 
at the time of all times in our history 
when we want 
production for our- 
selves ajid the allies. Further, such a 
course would produce disturbances in 
Cuba and destroy 
even our 
present 


supplies—but beyond all these mate- 
rial reasons is one of justice. 
This 
great country 
has no right by

Efforts to Redncc Consumption 
- The 
statement 
recounts 
the food 
administration's efforts to reduce con- 
sumption to avert the shortage, which 
was foreseen in the summer. 
"The food administration has con- 


ducted a systematic campaign for the 
-eduction 
of individual 
sugar con- 


sumption," says the statement. "The 
•eduction has shown in the decrease 
n candy sales, etc., but on the other 
land, a similar campaign for the pre- 
servation of fruit has increased con- 
sumption 
in 
that direction—but win 
reduce consumption later on. Taking 
into consideration all factors, it is not 
certain that there has been any in- 
n-ease .in actual consumption and con- 
sidering the 
increased 
canning use 
there may have been a decrease.' 
Mr 
Hoover 
emphatically 
denies 
charges that George M. Koiph, head o£ 
the food administration's sugar divi- 
sion, endeavored to benefit the Cali- 
fornia refinery of which he is head* 
through the arrangement of the Cuban 
price.
